ditiou that wo aic listlessly drifting in- 
to another year, with tho absolute' cor. 
tainty of being called upon to meet tho 
terrible realities of another and more 
serious water famine. It is difficult to 
account for such infatuation. One 
would think that tho Qrst law of nature 
itself would render such fatal indilTer- 
onco impossible— that considerations of 
health and lifo would supply a sullioieni 
motiveji&r the most ptonapt.and ener, 
cotio action 'in siioh a matter as this. , 
It has been saM that some of our prin-< | (i"oJ,»||» 
cioal property-owners are averse tu tho 
flcheme for a fresh supply of water, luview 
of the probable heavy taxation it will 
involve. We are reluctant tojbelievo 
that proprietors ot real estate dan.pos- 
Bibly 'beso stone-blind, so -penny^wise ^/iZi 

and pound-toolish as to take any such - 

view of the question. What is u tlmt 
imparts value to town lots but popula- 
tion? How C!Mi any rational person 
expect the presence uf population where 
tbo conditions cs^eniial lo hb woUbe- 
ing, nay, t,o very oxislenoe are viih- 
held? Tho owners of real oUaiQ m 
Yictoria should, of all other chiMios, be 
meat anxious to h'.ivo an abundant sup- 
ply ot good, wholesome water brought 
into the city. Wiih it this would be 
one of the most healthy and charming 
place's on the coast, and' could not iaij 
to become large and populouu, aiiu, con- 
Bequenlly, real osiato would liecome 
valuable. Without it the pre^iont pop. 
ulation canmt possibly rdiuiin, the 
city cannot even retain iin iiieseai 
BtatuB, and, consequently, real osiatu 
must become comparatively valueless. 
There OOUlcl be no t'roater insanity than 
to imagine that wo can build up a large 
communliy without a supply ot whole- 
some water, liut tiiero would tiot ap- 
pear to bo any noucssity for a water 
tax fulling with undue weight oiwn roal 
estate. The aim should bo to sproad 
tbe tax over tho largest possible hurfaec, 
in order that many hamls miglu make 
light work; yot the.so arc matters ol de- 
tail with wDicii wo do nut caro to cum- 
ber the question now. A supjily ol 
wholesome water must be had, let the 
tax pinch where it may ; and it appears 
ta ns that the duly u! taking tho iniiia^ 
live devolves upon tho ALuni'jiiial uu- 
tborilioH. Assuredly it concerns them 
more to consider how tho city shall bo 
Hupplied with water than to bo vexing 
tbemsclves about deciding whether or 
not tho 'poor widow's cow' shall be 
permitted to graze upon balf-deaorted

Letter from iFillUm Creeks 

WiLLim Cbeee, Cariboo, Nov, 9, 18G9. 

OIHTl/ARV. 

On Wednesday, Nov. 3d, after a short ill- 
ness Dr John U Wilkias.m. Ueoeased was 
the son of f hn Kev. Henr^ Wilkiosoa, of Eg- 
liiigloo; Canada Woit^ at one time Presi- 
dent of the Wesleyan Conference in that 
country. Ho graduated with honors in To- 
ronto, taliiog his degtaca of B. A. and M, D. 
Lie altorwarda attended ooe of tho Schools of 
Medicine io New York. Soon nfier his ar" 
rival in this colony in 1859, ha obtained the 
appointment of Aisialaot Surgeon to a por>' 
tion of tha corps of Sappers sent up to Uarri- 
Bon river. He did net enter upon the duty, 
robigning in (ayor of Dr Oliver. The es- 
oitcmenl oa Praser river drew his atieniion 
and be oamo up Ibe country and mined during 
the winter between Vorta Hope and Y.ilo. 
In tho bpring of 18G0 ba came on tu Rich 
Bar where, with otbets, ho brought io a 
ditch ot conaiderable leogib. In the fall of 
the year ba went to Keitbley oreek, where he 
practised his piofesjion. Ha remained tbeie 
and at the Foricn o( tho Quuantilla uuiil th^i 
opening of 18G2, whoa he came on to Wil- 
liam oroek. He was ioteresied in the Dead 
Broke claim on this oreek, and was the chief 
promoter of a company engaged in prospct- 
ng for quartz who, in 1865, soak two shalts 
each 40 leot deep, botwcoo Richfield and 
tjroijae croc>k. Tno rod;, whic.i ho iismyed 
moot oarofully, gnva vary prQnii.-iii;; iiidieii- 
tiooB. Hia aoility as a prufestional man was 
well -appreoiaied, and bfa kindly disposition 
made him the reliever of snQeriog lo the al- 
fliotod. Towards his prufesaiooBl brethren 
ho was ulwaja ciurieouj and nffablo. TtiO 
commnnity on tho ori.uli and its environs 
ciu testily to many acta of kindness re- 
ceived at hia bands, flis early death is a 
source of deep regret to hia inends in this 
cooiitry,'wbo bava.bsd tbopleasaro of l^is ao« 
quaintanoe for the pait 10 years.'
